“A great responsibility rests anol the 
Governor of New York State, a State of 
7,000,000 inhabitants, of great wealth, or 
widely varied industry, and with a popula- 
tion singularly diversified; not merely in oc- 
cupation, but in race origin, in habits of life, 
and in ways oß thought. It is not an easy 
task so to frame our laws that justice may 
be done to all alike in such a population, so 
many of whom have interests that seem en- 
tirely antagonistic. But upon the great and 
fundamental issues of good -government 
there must always be a unity of interest 
among. all persons who wish well to the 
commonwealth. There is much less need of 
genius or of any special brilliancy in the 
administration of our government than there 
is need of such homely vingues and qualities 
honesty, and courage. 
There are many difficult problems to facc, 
some of which are as old as government 
itself, whilé others have sprung into being in 
consequence of the growing complexity and 
steadily increasing tension of our.social life 
for the last two generations. It is not given 
to any man or to any set of men to see with 


as common sense, 


absolutely clear vision into the future. 


All that can be done is to face the facts as 
we find them, to meet each difficulty in prac- . 
tical fashion, and to strive steadily for the 
betterment both of our civic and our social 
conditions, We must realize, onthe one 
hand, that we can do little if we do not set 
ourselves a high ideal, and, on the other, that 
we will fall in accomplishing even this little

SANITATION OF HAVANA. 
Now that Havana is under the control of 
the United States the necessity for the san- 
itation of that unclean and fever-breeding 


city will present one of the first and most 


important problems with which the govern- 


ment will have to deal. Fortunately the 


government is in possession of all the facts 
and is aware of what measures it must 
take. The late Colonel George E. Waring, 
who was charged with the investigation 


‘of existing sanitary conditions and the 


formulation of a scheme for their better- 


ment, and who died as the result of yellow 


fever contracted while conducting his in- 
ves on, before he could make a, full 
report, has left behind him memoranda 
both of description and suggestion which 
are now of the highest importance. These 


have not been officially published, but Col- 
onel Waring’s secretary, Mr. G. E. Hill, 


has presented the substance of them in the 


January Forum. They confirm all that has 


been said as to the unclednliness of Ha- 
vang, and they sufficiently explain why that 


has. always been a pesthole in certain | 
ns of the year and a menace to our 


own, shores. | 
The death rate in Havana is enormous. 
The mortality for the week ending Oct. 6, 
1898, was 536—an annual rate of 139.36 per 
thousand. The diseases which caused this 
wholesale destruction were malarial, yel- 
low, and :typhoid fevers and dysentery, all 


of them filth diseases. The facts which 


Colonel Waring sets forth explain why 


these filth diseases prevail. In nearly every: 


Havana house the privy. vault and the 
waste vault occupy a space practically un- 
der and almost in the kitchen, and as there 
are no ventilation pipes the nauseous odors 
are sent through the house and pervade 
the street. Garbage is universally thrown 
into the street; so are dead animals, which 
are left for the buzzards, The street clean- 


ers are not required to remove them nor to 


clean the great mud holes, “ covered with 
green slime and choked with filth of all 
kinds.” The city has no sewerage system. 


“Some few leaky drains, of defective 


grade, close to the surface, serve to receive 
the overflow from some privy vaults and to 
allow the liquid filth to soak into the soil.” 
The markets are foul and unfit for use as 
food distributers. The blood and offal 


from the slaughter-houses are flushed into 


a small creek, which carries them as far 


as the edge of the harbor and there deposits 


them. Both creek and harbor are reeking 
with putrid filth.” Oolonel Waring says: 


The southerly edge of the harbor is bordered by 
broad marshes, through which flow a number of 
watercourses, and to which these bring the off- 
scouring of a poor quarter of the town, and es- 
pecially the effluent of the slaughtering pens and 
of other foul establishments; while a large portion 
ef the flat is used as a dumping ground for gar- 
page. This intimate relation of marsh and filth 
is greatly aggravated by the admixture of fresh 
and salt water, by occasional floods, and by a 
daily scorching sun. The vicinity of such marshes | 
would be deadly (in this climate), even to a ver- 
itable City of Hygeia.’’ Their proximity to this 
foul, fever-cursed town has always been recog- 
niged as disastrous, even by intelligent Habaneros 


themselves. 


Colonel Waring shows by incontroverti- 
ble facts connected with the records of yel- 
low and malarial fevers that these dis- 
eases, if not entirely ineradicable, can be 
so far controlled that the mortality rate 
can be greatly reduced, leading up to the 
final stamping out of them. As means 
to this result he suggests the immediate 
organization of a Department of Public 
Cleaning; the construction of a proper 
sewer system, the clearing out and filling 
with clean earth of all the cesspools and 
garbage vaults, and the supplying of suit- 
able water closets to each house; the re- 
paving of the streets with the best quality 
of asphaltum; the erection of a new. 
abattoir; the construction of furnaces for 
the cremating of all kinds of garbage, 
waste, and dead animals; the reclamation 
and drainage of the marshes, and the es- 
tablishment of a “power plant sufficient 
for all pumping purposes and for propelling 
Further- 
more, he advocates the inauguration of 
sanitary education among the people and 
the teaching of practical hygiene in the 
schools. |

xn REVENUE FROM LIQUOR. 


The Commissioner of Labor has com- 
pleted a report, which was ordered by Con- 
gress two years ago, on the economic as- 
pects of the liquor problem.” That report 
gives more completely than ever before the 
revenue derived fram a traffic which it has 
been found impossible to prohibit, and 
which most States and municipalities have 
decided to tax. That has been done on a 
grand scale. In 1890 the total receipts of 
the national, State, and local governments 
combined, postal service and schools includ- 
ed, amounted to 1,040 million dollars. In 
1896 the liquor manufacture and traffic pro- 
duced—the custems duties on imported 
liquors included—183% million dollars. 
Thus the liquor appetite is utilized to pay 
one-sixth of the aggregate of governmental 
expenses in the United States. There was 
spent for educational purposes in 1890 143 
million dollars. The liquor revenues ex- 
ceeded that sum. }

Tue general government gets the lion’s 
share of the liquor revenue and it will re- 
ceive an even langer percentage this year 
because of the ‘increase in the beer tax, 
which will bring in about 30 million dol- 
lars. There is no reason, however, why. 
the States and municipalities instead of 
getting only a third of the total liquor rev- 
enue should not get half of it. To do that 
it would not be necessary for localities 


where prohibition is effective, because the | 


majority of the people do not want to 
drink, to license the sale of liquor. All 
that would be necessary is to make the high 
license system more general than it is. 
The low license system which prevails so 
extensively should be abandoned. 

The liquor business not only produces 
much revenue, but it gives employment 
to a large amount of capital and a small 
army of men. The capital invested in the 
manufacture of spirits and malt liquors 
amounts to 269% millions. The value of 
the products consumed—chiefly agricul- 
tural products—is 80% millions a year. The 
number of employés is 41,500, receiving in 


wages 3114 million dollars. The capital in- 


vested in the liquor traffic is 173% millions, 
72 per cent of which represents land and 
buildings owned and rented. The esti- 


mated number of proprietors or firm mem- 


bers engaged in the traffic is 191,500 and 
of employés 241,700. 
So if the impossible were to happen and 
men were suddenly to stop drinking, not 
only would national and municipal rev- 
enues dwindle but much capital would be 
annihilated, many buildings be ‘vacant, 
and .a great many men out of employment. 
Total abstinence would have momentarily 
a depressing effect, but it would be bet- 
ter for the country in the long run if every- 
body were to quit drinking, and the enor- | 
mous, unprofitable, crime and poverty 
breeding drink bill came to an end, Un- 
happily there are certain human appetites 


, which force cannot moderate or control and 


which reason does not make much head- 
way in mastering. Intelligent, educated 
men drink less than they used to. Ignorant, 
unreasoning people drink almost as much 
as they did. Prohibition laws will not make 
them abstemigus. Therefore the best course 
to pursue is for‘national and municipal gov- 
ernments to tax where they cannot prohibit. 
The more revenue they get out of the liquor 
appetite the less will people have to pa 
who do not have that appetite. 


SPAIN’S EXIT FROM una. 

The historic ceremoniés at Havana, mark- 
ing the close of Spain’s four centuries of 
tyranny of the new world, were a brilliant 
success. As Tan correspond- 
ent's excellent and graphic dispatches have 
shown, the first day of 1899 was the 
greatest day Cuba has ever known, and the 
Cubans happily showed that they appre- 
ciated the fact. The only thing that marred 
the occasion was the sullenness of the 
Spaniards, as displayed in some minor acts 
of discourtesy and bad faith. The speech 
in which Captain General Castellanos for- 
mall relinquished Spanish authority in 
Cuba forever was frank and to the point, 
but the action of the Spaniards in secretly 
hauling down their flag from the palace 
early in the morning whs a characteristic 
breach of faith. The Spanish commission- 
ers had bound themselves in a written 
agreement to assist at the formal lowering 
of their flag and the formal raising of the 
Stars and Stripes at noon, Each nation 


was to salute the other's flag in friendly | 


courtesy. This contract the Spaniards 
failed to keep, and they thereby marred the 
honor that might have marked their de- 
But Americans can well afford to over- 
look this final exhibit of Spanish churlish- 
ness. The odious red and yellow flag is gone 
from over Cuban soil, and the Spanish off- 
cials have gone with it forever. That is the 
glorious fact of the day, and it matters little 
to Americans whether the flag of the Span- 
ish Moors went with good grace or bad, so 


long as it disappeared and left Old Glory | 


in its place. 
The chapter in American history that was’ 


brought to a close when the Spanish flag 


was carried slinkingly down a back street 
to the wharf in Havana is one that could 
fitly be ended by such an act of bad faith. 
It is a chapter of rapine, murder, tyranny,,. 
and cruel oppression, The gnarled wreck 
of the Maine lying in the bay, a historic 
monument of Spanish treachery, is the true 
symbol of Spanish methods and a perpetual 
reminder of Spanish principles, It is not 
strange that such a power should make its 


final exit down a back alley rather than 


fulfill a pledge to depart in open daylight 
with the honors accorded by a generous 
victor. 

On the other hand, the new chapter in 
Cuban history opened up by the raising of 
the Stars and Stripes over the Governor’s 


palace, Cabanas Fortress, and Morro Castle 


is full of the promise of the brightest bless- 
ings any people can enjoy. The cheers with 


which the Cubans greeted “the flag that 
makes you free” as its folds straightened 


in the Cuban breeze showed that they had

Cable to Manila Will Require Over 
6,000. Miles of Wire 

Nearly $7,000,000. 
Washington, D. C., Dec. 30.—The Hydro- 


graphic office of the navy is waiting for the 


world to begin a survey of the route over 
which the contemplated cable from San 
Francisco to Manila is to pass. That por- 
tion of the path to be traversed which lies 
between the coast of California and the 
Hawallan Islands was carefully mapped 
some years ago, but the remainder of the 
track, Luzon, extends over 
A region of ses floor t is as yet unexplored, 
The tharacter of the bottom, ä — to 


-be considered in the laying of submarine 


wires, is Unanown, and there are not even 
any figures as to the depths, save for a few 
scattered soundings at intervals of hun- 
dreds of miles. 

The cable will go by way of Hawaii, of 
course, and thence to one of the islands. 
of the Caroline group. A telegraph sta- 
tion, if nothing better, will be obtained by 
Uncle Sam in the latter archipelago. The 
distance from Honolulu to Wake Island is 
2,000 nautical miles. From Wake Island the 
wire ro will extend 1,300 miles to Guam, 
which mes the property of the United 
States by the new treaty with Spain. It 
will cover its last stretch, 1,372 miles, asa 
crow would fiy from Guam to the Gulf of 
Dingala, which is on thé coast of Luzon. 
To reach Manila, it would have to go around 
the Island of Luzon, and it will be a great 
saving of cable and of trouble also to make 
the landing on the east side, connecting with 
a telegraph crossing Luzon to Manila—only 
thirty-eight miles. 

If the distance from Honolulu to San Fran- 
cisco, 2,089 miles, be added, it will be seen 
that the total length of the cable will be 
This, indeed, is practically an 
exact estimate. Be it observed, incidental- 
ly, that the miles referred to are always 
nautical miles, which are a little over one- 
seventh longer than ordinary land miles. It 
is estimated that the making and laying of 
the wire rope will come to about 61,000 a 
mile, so that the entire expense involved will 
be only $6,761,000. This includes everything 
except the preliminary survey, which, being 
performed by a naval vessel, will not appear 
as an item in the account. | 

Owing to the great distance to be cov- 
ered, the cable will be extra thick, the cop- 
per conducter being made unusually large, so 
as to secure rapidity of transmission. As is 
well known, the practicable speed.of sending 
messages varies directly with the size of the 


wire. The rope which is to wriggle its way 


beneath 7,000 miles of ocean, bringing two 
continents into close touch and communica- 
tion, will be one and one-quarter inches in 
diameter, and will weigh a ton and a quar- 
ter to the mile. Its central core will be a 
bundie of twisted copper wires, surrounded 
with an envelope of gutta percha. This will 
be wound with hemp, and finally with an 
outer coat of steel wire. The bill introduced 
in the House by Mr. Corlis of Michigan re- 
quires that the cable shall tranemit at least 
fifteen words a minute, at not more than $1 
a word, press matter to be at half rates. 

At present a telegram sent from Manila 
to New York must go by way of Hongkong, 
around Asia, across Europe, and under the 
Atlantic, 18,600 miles under water and 700 
miles overland. The cables being controlled 
by a monopoly, the price is about $8 a word. 
This monopoly will be smashed by the new 


tramspacific line, which will be of great 


service to Chinese merchants at seventeen 


ports. AH of these ports, of course, will be 


connected with the American wire, and 
British merchants in England will doubtless 
use it largely, messages being flashed from 
London to Hongkong by way of the United 


"States and beneath two great oceans. A 


picturesque notion this, by the way. It is 
altogether Mkely that an American cable 
will be laid before long from Manila to Hong- 
kong, in order that it may not be necessary 
to depend upon the present British line be- 
tween these two points. Such dependence 
would be awkward in case of trouble with 
England. The distance is only 660 miles. 
Also, there ought to be a branch line to 
Yokohama, Japan. 

The survey of the route of the contem- 
plated cable from Honolulu to Manila will 
not require many months. The track to be 


followed will be as straight as possible from 
Hawaii to Wake Island, again from Wake 


Island to Guam, and finally from Guam to 


the Gulf of Dingala. This will be modified 


only where the bottom ts found unsuita- 


ble. Drowned mountains may be discoy- 
ered in the path, and it would be necessary 


to go around them; or there might be sub- 
marine volcanic regions, which are to be 
avoided not only because of fear of future 
convulsions, but also for the reason that 


the water in such subaqueous territory ts 
apt to contain chemical ingredients that have 


a destructive effect upon the cable. Apart 
from these matters, there is nothing compli- 


cated about the surveying, which consists 


merely in taking soundings at regular inter- 
vals and obtaining samples of the bottom 
materials. The ine is piano wire, 
and has a sixty-pound sinker on the end of 
it. The wire is wound on a reel, each turn 
of which registers one fathom, while a dial 
keeps record of the number of turns, a scale 
showing the tension and indicating the mo- 
ment when the sinker reaches the bottom. 
When this happens a valve in the bottom of 
the sinker is forced up, and its interior is 
filled with soll. At the same time an auto- 
matic thermometer takes the temperature 


of the water, undue heat of which would in- 
dicate volcanic conditions.—St. Louis Globe 
Democrat.

than any other country in the world. Her 
iron ores are also widely distribufed. As 
coal and frön are the essential bases of the 
greatest industrial development and as 
China is enormously rich in both commod- 
ities, besides being one of the finest agri- 
cultural regions in the world, great develop- 
ment is sure to come as soon as her resources 
are made available. 
largest center of coal in China is in the 
Shansi Province, north of the Hoang-ho, and 
in the district included in the great southern 
bend of that river. A part of it is probably 
the most remarkable coal field in the world. 
Here is a continuous field about 13,500 square 
miles in area composed of fuel cropping out

NEW MODES IN CHURCHES 


AND POLICY MARK 1899. 


Associate Paster A. J. Haynes of 
Plymouth Congregational Denies 
He Is in Danger of Heresy Proceed- 
ings—Revival Meetings Among the 
Univerealists Start at St. Paul’s— 
Dr. I. M. Atwood Begins His Work as 

General Superintendent. 


The beginning of the new year is marked 
by so many changes in ecclesiastical dogma, 
discipline, and policy that one might be led 
to think the entire body of Christian be- 
lievers was in a state of ferment. 

Following on the announcement that Cen- 
tenary and the First Methodist Episcopal 
Churches had installed surpliced choirs 
comes an old-fashioned revival meeting at 
St. Paul's Universalist Church, Thirtieth 
street and Prairie avenue, and the begin- 
ning of episcopal work by the Rev. Dr. I. M. 
Atwood of Canton, N. Y., the recently ap- 
pointed general superintendent of the Uni- 
versalist Church. 

Along with these départures comes the re- 
vival by a morning paper of the old story 
that, following the revision along liberal 
lines of Plymouth Congregational creed, 
the Rev. Artemas Jean Haynes, associate 
pastor with Dr. Frank W. Gunsaulus of 
that church, is threatened with proceedings 
for supposed . While Mr. Haynes 
makes no effort to conceal the fact that he 
is heterodox in some of his views, compared 
‘with other preachers in the Congregational 
Church, he denies he is threatened with 
heresy proceedings. He is a member of the 
new Old South Church of Boston and of the 
Masaschusetts Congregational association, 
and is subject to no discipline in this part of 
the country except such as the Plymouth 
Church might choose to exercise. As Plym- 
outh Church has recently raised Mr. Haynes’ 
salary, according to Dr. Gunsaulus, and as 
he is confident the Wastern association 
would not be disposed to compel him to sub- 
scribe to the Congregational creed in its en- 
tirety, he is not alarmed. 3 

Barly last spring Mr. Haynes read before 
a ministers’ meeting a paper on the Creed 
of the Twentieth Century which provoked 
some criticism. The Rockford association 
wrote a letter to Mr. Haynes about his views. 
He answered the questions frankly, but at 
the same time emphasized the point that 
the Rockford association was going beyond 
its province. 

Universalists Hold Revivals. 


* 


Perhaps even more significant than the 
adoption of an approach to ritualism by 
the two Methodist congregations mentioned 
is the adoption by the Universalist Church 
of the Methodist Episcopal system, in part, 
at least, and the holding of revival meetings 
in the Universalist churches of the whole 
country. 

In the October, 1897, meeting in St. Paul's 
Church, the general convention, represent- 
ing the church in the United States, Canada, 
and Japan, created the office of general 
superintendent. A year later the trustees 
of the convention selected Dr. I. M. Atwood, 
for twenty years Presi t of the Univer- 
salist Seminary at Canton, N. V., to be the 
first general superintendent. His first pub- 
lic work in this office was in Chicago yes- 
terday. Under his guidance the Universalist 
churches throughout the connection will 
hold revival or consecration meetings some 
time during the present month. 

At the meeting at St. Paul’s Church in the 
morning Dr. Atwood delivered a discourse 
on the duties of his office before about fifty 
ministers. Consecration exercises were hold 
by the ministers in retreat.“ At noon the 
Rev. Dr. A. J. Canfield gave a luncheon to 
fifty clergymen and their wives. There 
were post-prandial remarks by the Rev. E. 
L. Conger of Pasadena, Cal, who a 
brother of the United States Minister to 
China. He spoke in favor of national and 
ecclesiastical expansion.’’ The Rev. Mr. 
Crum of Iowa and others also spoke. 

Dr. Conger said: It is not enough that 
we should simply expand in territory. Our 
ability to conquer the world for the larger. 
outlook rests in our abiding faith in the 


‘fatherhood of God, the brotherhood of man,

and the verities of righteousness.’ 1 

The Rev. A. J. Haynes concluded his re- 
marks by saying: The evolution of re- 
ligion will be the retention of the essential 


i truths contained in each particular branch 
and the discarding of the non-essentials.”’

botham. Mr. Stevens and Mr. Hutchinson 
were present, but did not speak. Mr. Hig- 
inbotham was not present.

Cambon, the popular French Ambassador 
at Washington, is reluctant to return to 
this country and has applied for the post of 
French Ambassador at Madrid, rendered 
Vacant by the transfer of M. Patenotre to 
Constantinople, M. Patenotre's marriage to 

an American being held to impair his cfi- 
—— in the Spanish capital at the present 
moment.

In fact, I do not know any man in the 
French diplomatic service who has so few 
friends either among his own countrymen or 
among foreigners, though everybody agrees 
that he.is brilliantly clever.

European newspapers. 

His arrival caused no little stir at the club, 
and it was not long before the President of 
the institution approached him and called 
his attention to the fact that the reading- 
room was restricted exclusively to the use 
of the members of the club, and that. as the 
Ambassador no longer formed part threeof, 
his presence there was contrary to the regu- 
lations. He added that for that occasion 
the club would regard his Excellency as its 
guest, but that he begged the Minister not 
to place him again under the necessity of 
calling his attention to the @xistence of the 
regulations. 

Instead of taking the matter quietly, Ger- 
ard raised his voice, lost his temper, blus- 
tered, and intimated that, as a foreign 
envoy, he hed a perfect right to make use.

the use of pauper nobles. Only those who 
are bona fide members of the aristocracy 
can obtain admission to these establish- 
ments, of which a particularly large and 
elaborate one has just been opened at Char- 
koff. The inmates are required to do a cer- 
tain amount of work of a light character and 
proportionate to their strength, in return for 
which they receive a daily allowance of 
15 kopeks—about five cents American money 
3 the purchase of tobacco and other lux- 
uries. 

There is only one other country in the 
world where the state undertakes to provide 
for impoverished members of the aristoc- 
racy, as such—that is Bavaria. There an 
ancient law provides that an annual allow- 


| ance, shall be granted by the government to 


impoverished nobles. It has become aimost 
obsolete, and for a long time no one ever 
dreamed of taking advantage of its provis- 
ions, when suddenly, three years ago. a 
young Count Lerchenfeld, who in the course 
of his law studies had unearthed this par- 
ticular statute, applied to the government 
for an allowance under its provisions, stat- 
ing that he was without any resources in 
consequence of having quarreled with his 


father about money matters. 


The state tréasury was forced to comply 


- with his request, though, of course, the mat- 


ter led to a great outcry in the press, owing 
to the fact that young Count Lerchenfeld's 
father is a Bavarian Minister Plenipoten- 
tiary and one of the great landowners of 
Germany, while his son was reputed a wild 
and extravagant scapegrace. 

Of course other governments, such -as 
those of England, Austria, Germany, and 


Spain, do a good deal towards the relief of 


their impoverished aristocracy in an indirect 
manner by means of more or less lucrative 
government offices and sinecures, while in 
Austria there are quite a number of so- 
called chapters,“ or semi-religious orders 

of great wealth, and which afford 
an existence of not only comfort, but even 
of luxury to women of small means, or des- 
titute, providing they belong to the old no- 
bility and can show an ancestry untainted 
by any plebeian strain for several genera- 
tions back. 


The women belonging to these orders bear 
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the honorary title of Canoness, are ad- 
dressed as Madame and as Countess,“ 
even if unmarried, or, if of lower rank than 
a Countess by birth or by marriage, and 
wear either the star or the cross of their 
order pinned to the, left shoulder of their 
dress. | 

Some of these orders have women of the 
imperial family as their superiors. In fact, 


Queen Christina of Spain was prioress of an 


order. of this kind at Prague previous to 
marrying King Alfonso, and, as such, pos- 
sessed the curious prerogative of crowning |} 
the Empress of 9 e and the Queen of 


Bohemia. 


This is, in fact, the only case to my knowl- 
edge of where a woman is permitted to ful- 
fil sacerdotal functions. It is, of course, the 
Cardinal Archbishop who crowns the Em- 
peror King: But it is the prioress of this 
particular order o, arrayed in a sort of 
ecclesiastical costume of black satin with a 
pastoral staff in her left hand anda peculiar 
shaped Episcopal mitre on her head, who 
crowns the Empress Queen. 

Let me add that some of these orders in 
Austria are so rich that they actually pro- 
vide a carriage with servants in livery for 
each of the members of the order. Pauper 
relief under such 8 is deprived 
of a good deal of its objectionable character. 

But, save in Bavaria and now in Russia, 
the governments of the old world take no 
steps to provide for the pauper members of 
the nobility as such, although it is quite pos- 
sible that they may be obliged eventually to 
follow the example of Russia in the matter.

OPPOSES ASSET CURREN CY WHICH IS 
FAVORED BY SECRETARY GAGE. 


Although a Former Resident of Can- 
ada and Scotland, Where the Sys- 

tem Is in Vogue, He Declares It Is 
Not Adapted to the Financtal Con- 
cerns of the United States—Onutlines 
His Views of Monetary Legislation 
Required in This Country. | 


The address of James B. Forgan, Vice 
President of the First National Bank, be- 
fore the Commercial club at its December 
dinner on Saturday evening has attracted 
much attention, because, though a former 
resident of Scotland and Canada, Mr. For- 
gan did not advocate the asset currency’ 
system of banking for adoption in the United 
States. Mr. Forgan, one of the active heads 
of the First Naticnal Bank, is in a sense the 
successor of Lyman J. Gage, now Secretary 
of the Treasury, and the fact that the two 
men differ on the question of banking re- 
form adds to the interest in Mr.- Forgan's 
address. Mr. Gage is a stanch advocate of 
asset banking, while Mr. Forgan doubts its. 
present practicability in this country. 0 


Nr. Forgan’s Address. 

The full text of Mr. Forgan's address is 
published herewith: 

Our present monetary system being the 
result of legislative expediency and com- 
promise, the wonder is that it serves our pur- 

pose as well as it does.

The original conception of our national 
banking system was based on a secured cur- 
rency. It was legislated into being, not for 
the purpose of establishing a correct system 
of banking, but for the purpose of providing 
a market for the bond issues of the govern- 
ment for war purposes by the organization of 
banks which, under its. requirements, must 
purchase bonds as a prerequisite to their 
. existence, to be used as a basis of e 
| for their circulating notes. 


Secured and Unsecured Currency. 

Under it a large number of small, self- 
contained banks have grown up all over the 
length and breadth of the country. There. 
are wide differences between it and the sys- 
tems which have grown up in countries 
where unsecured bank currency is satisfac- 
torily circulated.

They were taking up a collection to pay off 
the debt on the church, and the officers, not 
getting enough the first time, made the 
rounds of the congregation a second and 
third time, causing him to fear that they 
had designs on his bag. 

The opening of that agency in Winnipeg 
Is responsible for my brother and myself 
being citizens of Chicago today, and thus 
affording us the pleasure of being your 
guests tonight. I trust you will excuse this 
digression, 
how easily banking facilities are afforded 
new settlements under the Canadian system. 

“It was a safe operation to start such 
an agency and to circulate the currency of 
the Bank of Nova Scotia in Winnipeg. The 
agency, as a bank, did not prove profitable. 
It, in fact, resulted in considerable loss and 
was afterward closed, but no one ever had 
occasion to question the quality of the paper 
issued. The loss sustained was a trifling

Different System in This Country. 

„Our system is diametrically the opposite 
of all of this. We have fostered the estab- 
lishment of small, self-contained banks, and 
new settlements in this country must wait 
until they have grown sufficiently strong in 
‘population and wealth to establish banks 
for themselves before they can enjoy bank- 
ing facilities, and after they have their 
banks their facilities are circumscribed by 
their small resources, and it can be of but 
small comparative advantage to them.

edge of their standing and credit; the large 
aggtegation of capital in the banks of issue; 
the dally redemption of the currency and the 
ampie facilities afforded for its redemption 
in all the principal financial centers: the 
guarantee fund maintained in the hands of 


redemption of the currency of any in case 
of faflure, a fund only practical under such 
a banking system as there exists and quite 
impracticable under our system. 

“Before we engraft an unsecured curren- 
cy on our banking system it will be neces- 
sary for us to legislate along the line of-im- 
provement of the system, providing it with 
the elements of strength nec to per- 
form the function of satisfactorily furnish- 
ing to the business community a circulation 
based on its financial responsibility and 
credit. In my opinion, as now organised, 
our system lacks many of the essential ele- 
ments of that strength.”

ADJUTANT GENERAL’S REPORT. 


Appropriations kor Uniforms for Na- 
tional Guard and for New Armory | 
in Chicago Are Recommended. 


Adjutant General J. N. Reece of the IIli- 
nois State Militia has forwarded ta- Governor 
Tanner, at Springfield, the biennial report of 
his office. Features of the document are the 
correspondence which passed between the 
Executive of the State and the War depart- 
ment in Washington, recommendations for 
changes in the military code, and a history of 
the events transpiring between Oct. 1, 1806, 
and Oct. 1, 1898.. General Reece was ap- 
pointed by Governor Tanner on Feb. 2, 1897, 
to succeed General Charles C. Hilton. 

The report opens with the military code of 
Illinois, which was passed at the Fortieth 
General Assembly, and which includes in its 
provisions the Navai Militia. 

The Adjutant General recommends that all 
flags and guidons carried by Illinois soldiers 
in the war with Spain be ordered deposited 
in Memorial Hall, and that suitable cases be 
provided for their reception. He also sug- 
gests the erection at Camp Lincoln,of a 
building for reloading department, one for 
permanent guardhouse, and one Quartcr- 
master’s storehouse, and that necessary im- 
provements on the Logan rifle range be made 
in accordance with the plans of the General 
Inspector of Rifle Practice. 

He suggests that the military code be 
amended so that the Executive of the State 
may, in his discretion, grant permission to 
private military organizations to drill and 
parade with arms, and asks for an appropria- 
tion of money sufficient to supply the regi- 
ments and companies returning from the 
national service with new overcoats, 
blouses, trousers, leggins, caps, and cam- 
paign hats. 

He recommends that all Illinois soldiers 
who served in the late war be paid $2 a 
day each for time devoted to active service, 
less the amount already received from the 
United States. The necessity for a new arm- 
ory in Chicago is urged, and an appropriation 
for its construction, equipment, and main- 
tenance recommended. 


ELECTRIC CARS IN COLLISION. 


Accident Happens at Center Avenue 
and Fourteenth Street Woman 
Becomes Frantic. 


Two electric cars loaded with passengers 
collided at Center avenue and Fourteenth 
street yesterday morning. A Center avenue 
car was crossing the Fourteenth street 
tracks, when a car on that line crashed 
into the rear platform. Both cars were 
going at a slow rate of speed and came 
to a stop. Many women and ehildren were 
in the cars at the time. One woman be- 
came frantic and jumped to the street.

To 
particularize on this subject would be un- 
necessary. One illustration will suffice. 
Look at the freight. situation in Chicago to- 
Way. Owing to the demoralization in east- 
bound rates the transfer yards of the trunk 
lines are blockaded with freight that. their 


do not defray the actual’ cost of transpurta- 
tion. By this suicidal policy I can see no 
legitimate benefit secured to any one. 

- The Baltimore and Ohio receivers are wor- 
thy of all praise for their broad, independunt 
action. It is one of the most heroic steps 
ever taken by a railroad corporation, and 
should arouse a wave of-commendation that 
would spread over the entire country. Its 
effects would be corrective in all general 
workings of railroad business. It would 
have a steadying and healthy effect upon 
the markets of this country, if not of the 
world. Its benefits would be so far reaching. 
that they could not be enumerated, should 
space permit. Let the Pailroads of the whole 
country co6perate in this action, and it will - 
beceme one of the most potent factors in 
hastening general prosperity.
